GETS LIQUOR LICENSE 


A new restaurant, licensed to serve liquor, 
is scheduled to open in about two months at 
2524 L St., N.W., in Foggy Bottom. 


FBA members voted 19-17 tofavor granting 
of the license at the last Association meeting, 
Sept. 25. The vote climaxed a long and some- 
times heated debate in which the chief speakers 
were representatives of the firm that plans to 
open the restaurant, and residents of houses in 
its immediate vicinity. 


The Alcoholic Beverage Control Board 
hearings on the license application were attended 
by FBA Board Member Alex.Wiskup. AtPresi- 
dent Schoeneman’s request, the Board agreed to 
keep open the record of testimony on the appli- 
cation until the FBA could take an official posi- 
tion at the Sept. 25 meeting.

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PARADOX IN FOGGY BOTTOM 


A few weeks before the last FBA meeting, 
some 60 local residents signed a petition oppos- 
ing a liquor license for a new restaurant at 
2524 L St., N.W. At the meeting on Monday, 
Sept. 125; 19 people present yoted tor and: 17 
against approval of the license. Thus the Asso- 
ciation went on record as favoring it. 

The license has been granted. As a result, 
at least one resident will probably be forced to 
vacate her home. Several doctors with offices 
nearby will be seriously inconvenienced in their 
practices, partly through parking problems the 
restaurant will generate. The Foggy Bottom 
Association, generally regarded by District 
Government official bodies as the voice of the 
people in the area, has swung its mighty weight 
behind the proposed bar/restaurant. But to 
repeat, 60 people actually signed a petition in 
opposition—almost TWICE the number voting at 
the meeting.
